Tae Bhiddia Bilass, of the 29th of August, publishes 
Cabul news, all of which has already appeared in the English 
papers. It is mentioned, however, that a Aafla (caravan) was 
proceeding from Heshatrat to Cabul, when on the road it was 


plundered by some kazake. 


‘Under the heading ‘ Bokhara” the following appears:— 
‘The Sirkar Roos (Russian Government) have now, as it should 
be, complete possession of the place. The son of the King 
(of Bokhara), who was with the Russian Army, has become 
very slow, many of his councillors have been killed, and many 
imprisoned : let us see what the future will bring.” | 


Under the heading ‘ Umritsur” the following appears :—= 
CN ow-a-days the Wahabees are very powerful.” The case of. { 
-Meea Golam. Haidur, and Haji Nizam-ood-deen and Azeez-. i 
ood-deen, &e., of the Mahomedans, .in the name of Ahmed~ \ 
olla, son of Abdul Kadir Wahabee, in accordance with ae 
Act 298, &6.; &ei, has. been brought into Court, and from the ES 
Court his been sent for’ enquiry before Sirdar Bhagwan Singh, : 
brother of Purdhoomun. ee Honorary Magistrate, 1 
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‘The Gwalior Glasette, of the 30th of August, notices the 
Darbgr held in the Phoolbag. The Maharajah appeared in 
person, and the assembly presented i in Durbar some * red coin” 
for hig recovery, and sacrificed wealth over His Highness’s 
head, all the officers going through the usual ceremony on 
this occasion ; there was also dancing, &., &c. During the 
absence of the Maharajah for change of air, the management 

_of the State was made over to Ganput Rao, Sahib Kirkhee 
Dewan, with the consent of the Political Agent, and the 
sanction of the Governor-General, which was conveyed by 
Electric Telegraph. On giving over the management to 
Gunput Rao, the Maharajah ordered him to carry on the work 
of the State, with the counsel and advice of the Political Agent, 
until his return, and that Colonel Showers, Political Agent, 
would assist him. Theusual work or business of the State the 
Maharajah wished the young Maharajah to be made acquainted 
with, and his, the young Maharajah’s. servants, were duly 
warned to this effect: the Political Agent was also to visit the 
Young Maharajah every week, and look into his work, so 
that his knowledge of it might be complete. The young 
Maharajah was to observe all the ceremonies, &. &. A salute 


of 21 guns was fired on the occasion of the sietesitaiadie taking 
the bath of convalescence, ; 
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The Julwatoor, of the 1st of, Necheibel” and the Ukhbar 
Alum, of the 3rd, do not require particular notice. ange 


The Mujm-ool Bharain, of the 3rd of September, after 
extracts from other papers, publishes the following under the 
heading “Mysore”:— “It is said that the high officers of 
the Rajah of Mysore have petitioned the Government, that 
at the Dusherch festival the Rajah may be placed on the throne. 
No teply has yet been received to the application.” 


The intention of the Governor of Bo mbay to hold a very 
grand Durbar at Poonah in the month of October is noticed. 
It is said that all the Deccan and. ‘Mahratta Chiefs will be 
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assembled on. this occasion, for the purpose of paying their 
respects to the Governor. ‘This Durbar was intended for last 
year, but owing: to the cee ae seni it was ait 


poned.”” 


This paper complains greatly of the cruelty Weaolbied eh ‘ 
the contractors of Horse Carriage Daks upon dumb animals. 
The writer says :—“ It is clear that these persons for their own. 
profit: over-crowd passengers in one shigram, and force one 
horse to drag it.

: The Hileeciiat Fes, of the Ath of “ahi after 
much that has already appeared in other papers, publishes the 
following ;—+"* It zaust be in the memory of most people that ab. 
first, or formerly, the accounts of the Commissariat cantractora 
wate settled nocording 40 the sates of the Sealkote city, and: 
how. when some doubt was felt concerning those rates, an order 
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was passed to the Commissariat: Officer-of Sealkote, to give . 


the accounts of his contractors according to’ the .Cantonment ; 
rates; but it appears to us that the contractors have combined 
with the Cantonment grain-dealers, and the consequence igs . 
that gram is sold at the rate of 14% seers. . The Joint Magis- 
trate of the place ought to look into this, because thousands of 
rupees are lost to the Government, andis also ruinous to 
the ryuts; but we are sure that Captain Ramsay, who is a

The Bhiddia Bilass, of the 5th of September, does ‘not 
contain any thing that requires particular notice. 


The Rohilkund Ukhbar, of the 5th of September, after extracts 
from English papers, &e., publishes the following under the 


‘héading “ Dispute’:—* The Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal 


sanctioned some expenditure (Rs, 10,000) on account of som, 
Railway. .The Governor-General objected to this, and gave 
orders to the effect that such expenditure required his sanction. 
The Lieutenant-Governor is of opinion that he has the power 


to.sanction.it, and up to this the dispute continues: let us see 
which order stands.” 


It is said that: the Maharajah of Bhurtpore has been invested 
with .power to rule his territories for six months. If in 
this time the ; management is considered good, ‘he will get the 


control of his property for good; if otherwise, then according 
to custom an Agent will be appointed. 


The following also appears under the.heading, .“ How. the 
work of the Wuzeer Hind’s Office is managed.”’:—‘When in the 
case of Hindosthan certain rules were-placed before the Bri- 
tish Parliament, ‘Sir Stafford Northcote gave vent to the fol- 
lowing remarks, concerning the management. of the - India 
Office, viz :—“* That there are many Committees assembled, viz.y 
one for Civil business, one for Revenue, one-for Military, and 
in the same way other Committees are formed. Enough,’ 
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whatever letter::is received : from: Hindosthan, that letter is 
opendd in the ‘Department ‘to ‘which it’ belongs, .and if it: 
‘3 avery unjust one; then, for the sake of the advice .of:the. 
Wuzeer Hind, it isi placed before: him,:and returned. to a 
Committee to which it belongs. - These Committees .assemble . 
weekly ; the first, after due ‘consideration, place their answer, * 
which it is necessary for the Secretary of State to see, before- 

him twice, and after his sanction is obtained it isplaced before — 
the Council,” &¢., &c. The writer goes onto say that each: 

member of the Council gives his opinion, and every case is 
well enquired into, first, before the Committee, and then before. 
the Council, the whole being supervised by the Secretary of 
State for India; and he concludes by stating :—‘** With the ex- 
ception of unavoidable delay, there is ho flaw i in the arrange- 
ments of the Council.” * 


The disturbances oven the Hindosthanees, the Akhoond, 
&c.,&c., are noticed, The following is given concerning them :— 
‘We learn from a trustworthy source that some time ago, 
through the means of the Akhoond of Swat, one Khan Zaidoolla . 
Khan, a resident of Duggur, near the. Bonair country, was 
murdered ; upon which the kinsmen of the Khan, headed by 
a relative named Khan Azim Khan, to. revenge the murder, 
collected the Hindosthanee rebels who were ref ugees in Bonair, 
and prepared to fight. The Akhoond, on the other hand, 
assembled a camp of Affghans under command of Sheikh 
Humdhum, who received the title of Khalifa (Caliph), and met 
on the field of battle and fought. At first the Hindosthanees 
Showed front, but after a hard fight they were defeated with 
loss,” &e., &e. Other etigagements | between the same parties 
are noticed. It'is said that the Hindosthanees lost two 
hundred killed, and it is further reported that ‘Major Pollock, 
Commissioner of ‘Peshawur, has . been offered . the Bonair 
country by Azim Khan, but no reply had been sent,

The writer proceeds to say :—='*Readers of papers reflect , and 
see how powerful is the imagination of the. English. Govern-'

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ment, in whose ‘preserice enemies are of themselves brought 
to nought. . See, if those Hindosthanees were spared at 
Sittana, they have been well punished here, and now they are 
helpless and hopeless, for on one side is the British Government 
seeking their lives, and on the other the Akhoond of Swat 
thirsts for their blood. .All this is the work of God. Ina 
short time it will be known that the disturbanee with the 
Hussunzies, for which armies are moving forward, has been 
mingled with the dust.” 


The Dubdubba Sekundree, of the bth of Septomber, does not 
call for particular notice. 
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‘The Unjumun Hind, of the 5th of. September, contains ex- 
tracts, and copies of Government orders, and treaties in con- 
nection with Independant Native States. ‘The writer says, :— 
“This shows the amount of power invested in Independant 
Chiefs by Government. A portion of the order i is quoted con- 

cerning the right of Native Independant Chiefs to punish those 
. a they may consider deserving of punishment in their own ter- 
e ritories ; and that the Residents or Political Agents have no power 
: | to hear complaints from such persons so punished against the 
ae Chiefs,” &c., &e The Section relating to the confiscation of 
jagheers by Native Chiefs is also noticed ; as well as that re- 
ferring to the good services of such Chiefs being taken into 
consideration, in the event of their estates becoming impover- 
ished,” &e., &c. The writer then winds up with the following 
concerning the Ex-Nawab of Tonk :—* The first thing Go- 
vernment should have ascertained was, whether the Thakoor of 
Lava, with whom this Chief was very much displeased, acted 
in accordance with the terms of the treaty, and . whether he 
was the guilty party or not. The Government gave no thought 
to this, and did not care about it; in fact, only heeded what 
came from the enemies of the State, and .took .up the case, 
which should only have been done ‘after the proof of the 
truths or falsehood of the. said- tales had been: given. But 
the Government did not look at the root of the case, and only 
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more branch of it, In this light, it would appear that thé real 
criminal, who originated all these evils » escaped, ahd one whod 
t, not puilty was weized ‘and punished, while the other received 
eowards. Inthe Durbar, which was held atAgra by Sir John 
Lawrence, the Nawab narrated in ‘person the case of the Tha- 
oor of Lava, and’ an order was passed that -such a disobé- 
dient person’ ought, in consultation or with’ the advice of ‘the 
Agent, to be punished. The Nawab returned to his territory 
and summoned the Thakoor, but ‘he was too proud to attend 
the summons. The Nawab then proceeded in person to ‘Lava, 
and surrounded the fort, intimating at the same time that 
even then if he presented himself he would be forgiven; but 
the Thakoor, a8 usual, refused, and a fight took place between 
the troops of the Thakoor and the Nawab, during which some 
five hundred men were killed and wounded. The agreement 
which Captain Blair, in accordance with the desire of the 
Agent of Rajpootana, caused to be written was done after 
this fight, and even to this last agreement the Thakoor has 
proved himself opposed. By reason of the power conceded 
to Independent Chiefs the Nawab was a free agent, and could 
punish the Thakoor as he pleased; he could not only have 
plundered his fort, but could have cut off the heads of ‘his 
enemies, If he was not free to do this, it appears as if the 
Government treaty itself is false and absurd; if it is not so, 
why is it not acted up to? And why does Government inter- 
fere with what is in accordance with the treaty. Yes, if after 
this treaty there be any other, by which this former one is 
rendered null‘and void, then it would be different; but such — 
a thing has not yet’ been known. ‘The Sanad of the Mahome- 
dan year 1279 desires that the slaves of the Queen of England 
and Hind, the rank and names of the Chiefs and Sirdars of 
the Empire of Hindosthan, be kept up with strength for ever. 
By this Sanad, it is‘not the wish of the Government to look 
upon the Chiefs es only s0-in name’. but that their power and 
Privileges, &c., be not only theirs but their heirs-after them, 
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- and-that in their. rank and titles. win: even: a hair’s breadth 


difference be made, because the Goverhmént: has no desire to 


_ deprive any.one of his right.. A: thousand pities it is that in 


this instance the thing -has been -in direct . opposition to this 
wish. Has not rank been taken ‘from this. Independent Chief, 
and has he not been reduged: to a Ahelpless state? Has not 
his dignity suffered, and in- his partioular. case has not-the 
treaty been set aside. . In short, what, has not. happened ?”? 


-- Under the heading ‘‘Delhi,”. the following ‘appears: —“ It 


_ is said in this city that a disturbance’ has taken place at Jey- 
-pore,'in consequence of some Railway. Officer having got into 


a dispute with some Thakoor about a temple. The gentleman 


is Said: to. have used harsh language, and the ‘Thakoor not ap- 


proving of it they came to. blows.” The writer does not 
vouch for the truth of his er which it is said _ in 
the Ukmil-ool Ukhbar.

The Julwatoor, of the.8th of September, publishes the follow- 
ing, headed “The good fortune of Hindosthan’’:—-“ For five 
years past it has been the good fortune of Hindosthan to keep 
all well. Each night was one of waking, and each day one of 
rejoicing. By the favor of Sir J. Lawrence both greatand small 
remained in comfort. No kind of discomfort ‘was felt, and 
why should it not be so. This gentleman has known Hindo- 
sthan and its people for ‘forty years; he is well acquainted 
with each caste, and in short he possesses a stock of ability 
and merit superior.to,all. There is not his, equal in the seven 
kingdoms, and headds tothe glory and honor of the country.— 
As Hazrath Galib says, there is not another like John Lawrence 
- Bahadoor in the world. It isa great pity, the papers men- 
tion that such Governors-General will come out who have 
neither ability nor merit, and who are totally unacquainted 
with the condition of Hindosthan. It will bea matter of regret 
if the Governors-General are not worthy of Hind. In our 
opinion there cannot be found one more suitable to succeed to 
the appointment than Sir William Muir Sahib, Lieutenant- 
Governor of the North-Western Provinces ; and by. appoint- 
ing him only the right will be given to the right man, be- 
cause he is fully acquainted with the state of Hindosthan. 
Many years. have passed since he came to. Hindosthan and 
governed the country, and in addition to this he possesses 
excellence, and in knowledge power. His acquaintance with 
the English, Persian, Arabic and Sanscrit languages is great, 
and it would: be well if this.arrangement is approved of; for we 
shall receive.the news.as a matter of congratulation and rejoic- 
ing. - Should any gentleman say that he is.not next on the list,

‘district do the authorities investigate the matter, but after a 
 Jittle:time no‘more notice ‘is taken of it. If some system of 
secret enquiry were established all would come to light, but 
the Government Officers do not approve’ of this. A short 
time ago, in‘the North-Western Provinces, some arrange- 
‘ments were made to prevent the crime, but ‘they were only 
~ kept up ‘so long as the Officers who originated them remained 
there. ‘The writer suggests ‘that Government establish a 


separate and distinct department of spies for this’ purpose, 


_which he thinks would be a very satisfactory arrangement.
